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By  allot'tin^v  $90,000  additional'  to  the  Alialfo.  County  Electric  Coopera- 
tive of  Cherokee,  Okla.  , the  Rural-  Electrification  Adriinistration  todcay  ratified 
the  recent  action  of  the  mernhers  of  the  Grant  County,  Oklahoma,, . proj ect  in  voting 
to  combine  their  project  \7ith  those  of  neighboring  cooperatives. 

The  callotment  to  the  Alfalfa  County  Elec  trio  Cooperative  must  be  used  • 
to  constiuct  lines  in  the  western  part  of  Gro,nt  County,  and  the  allotment  is  con- 
ditioned upon  a,  revision  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  of  the  AlfaRfa,  Cooperative  to- 
include  Ovt  least  tliree  directors  from  the  new  area.  Lines  projected  in  the  east- 
ern part  of  Grant  Coiinty  will  be  constructed  by  asid,  become  a part  of  the  system 
of  the  Kay  .County  Electric  Cooperative  of  Blacksvell.  The  allotment  of  $180,000 
formerly  made  to  the  Gra,nt  Co'onty  project  has  been  transferred  to  the  Ko.y  County 
Cooperative,  conditioned  upon  i\  similar,  revision  of  the  Ko.y  Cooper.ative  3oa,rd  of 
Directors. 


This  division  will  result  in  important  savings  to  ■ the  Grant  County  cus-^ 
tomers.  Not  only  will  the  overhead  expenses  of  no.intenanc0  and  operation  be  con- 
siderably less,  but  there  will  bo  important  savings  in  the  cost  of  v;holcsalc  power 
This  is  especially  true  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  project,  which  cfm  iiow  talce 
advantage  of  the  8 mills. per  kilowatt-hour  rate  offered  by  the  City  of  Blac'^vcll, 


instead  of  the  robe  of  1.39  cents  offered  by  the  Cklohona,  Gas  d Electric  Co.  for 


the  Gr<ant  County  project  independently. 


Those  matters  were  disciisscd  at  a mooting  of  the  project  members  and 


prospective  customers  in  Medford,  Okie..,  on  November  2,  at  which  HEll  representa- 
tives George  J.  Long  ojad  Eugene  17,  Gilson  appee.red.  At  that  meeting  -a  vote  was 
t.akcn  a.nd  the  new  arrang-omont  decided  upon.
